The Seminole Indians are to be moved to a reservation 
(♦ii ilie west coast of Florida—an area of 21,00(1 acres. 
Tho* 
partly under water, the tract is deemed of adequate, inas- 
ni .i i: as there are only about 225 Seminoles left. 
Fbi* is the melancholy remnant of what was once a 
powerful tribe, which owned the whole of Florida and fought 
with the Ur*n>id|btates government one of the most vigorously 
contested wars in our history. 
The Seminoles are notably handsome people and their 
young wofnen are the prettiest of all indian girls. There are 
no white half-breeds among them. 
So strong in the tribe is 
the hatred of our race that if a Seminole woman were to 
have a child by a white man she would be likely to be put 
to death. 
Around their necks the women wear many strings of 
beads, of cut glass, which they buy from traders. Sometimes 
a squaw 
adorned with is much as six quarts of these beads 
and even the girl babies are loaded down with them. 
*f he 
women pierce as many as IO holes in the upper rim of each 
ear to hold pegs of wood. 
The Seminole house is of peculiar construction, having 
a roof and a floor, but no sides* 
Its framework is of palmet­ 
to leaves. 
It is all one room, open to view from without, 
; nd one might imagine that here was the limit of non- 
privacy were it not tlfat the Seminole dwelling is customarily 
hidden in the jungle.

Those who had the highest honors and dignities in the 
Atate w ere assessed in proportion t<^ the offices they held.

ducted

Boston 
hospitals 
in 
protein 
sensitization. 
Patients 
are inoculated with 
proteins from 
foods and other substances and sub­ 
sequent coutaneotif reactions or ab­ 
sence of reactions indicate whether 
* th ese proteins are hostile or friend­ 
ly. 
The research has been applied 
especially to the study of causes of 
bronchial asthma and hay fever but 
is being extended to other diseases, 
including indigestion and children’s 
ailments. 
In applying the test, the physic­ 
ian makes a tiny scratch on 
the 
skin, usually of the arm. applied 
a drop of a weak solution of sodium 
hypdrate 
and 
in 
this 
place 
the 
proteins of whatever substance h° 
suspects as the cause of th** po­ 
tent** discomfort. 
lf the protein I® one to which the 
patient is sensitive, a hive or red 
spot appears half an hour after tile 
teat 
is applied, and the physician 
knows that the cause of the ailment 
bas been found. 
If the patient is a baker, flour 
dust 
may be under suspicion and 
proteins from that would b* tested 
In the case of a hostler proteins 
from 
horse hairs 
would 
be 
tried 
out 
first 
probably. 
Pollen from ragweed, t i m o t h y and 
Cither plants which are recognized 
sources of sneezing distress to rn any 
persons come within the scope of 
investigation.
